Much the Child’s Family History Should 
the Cottage Mother Know?” was one the subjects 
discussed the institutional round table group the 
Eastern Regional Conference the Child Welfare 
League America. Although there was not unani- 
mous agreement details seemed the opinion 
the group that the cottage mother should receive 
more information each child than usually provided 
when she begins her attempt mother him. 

The discussion brought out several points—(1) that 
the institution seldom has enough family history its 
office files permit the executive transmit the 
cottage mother what she needs; (2) the executive 
doesn’t tell her something the child’s history, she 
will secure much information misinformation the 
subject the form gossip from conversations with 
the child and his relatives; (3) probably desirable 
conceal from the cottage mother information 
the illegitimacy the parents any her children; 
this information given all should come 
from the child’s mother, especially view the fact 
that she and her child who will suffer most from 
those who are unsympathetic; (4) probably better 
for the cottage mother receive her data from the 
superintendent, through conference with him before, 
the time of, the child’s adniission. she attempts 
read long social history the family, she may 
confused and, with her lack case work training, will 


probably fail realize which facts are most im- 
portant.

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IMPORTANCE OBTAINING 
PARENTAL COOPERATION 


Division Mental Hygiene, Department Mental Diseases the 
Commonwealth Massachusetts 


many the schemes for child training the impor- 
tance parental cooperation has has, 
sure, been stressed rather negative way 
that are led believe that some few children sur- 
vive with mental health spite parents, but the real 
contributions that the father mother can make and 
how can brought about has, the whole, been 
sadly neglected. 

well bear mind that psychiatrists, psy- 
chologists, social workers, teachers and other specialists 
concerned with child training are going succeed 
any given plan only insofar they get the cooperation 
parents and others with whom the child making 
daily contacts over long periods time. The fact that 
have depend parents create the mental 
atmosphere for the child and that the parental 
conduct that the child most likely imitate and the 
parental approbation that seeking, makes ‘the 
cooperation these adults indispensable part any 
successful plan treatment. 

not sufficient tell parents that they are making 
mistake the management their children, that 
their attitude wrong and that they cannot expect 
anything different they pursue their present course, 
but equally important explain the parents, 
whenever possible, just why their attitude towards 
some particular problem that has with the child 
wrong. Time will well spent helping the parents 
understand why their emotional reaction over bad 
manners often much more marked than over 
some fundamental problem concerning the mental 
health the child. There more important aspect 
the problem child training than helping parents 
solve their own emotional upsets. 

are all familiar with the exaggerated emotional 
reactions that parents have such problems stealing, 
lying, masturbation, temper tantrums and how jealousy, 
self-consciousness, day-dreaming and other evidences 
personality deviations pass unnoticed. con- 
stantly have deal with misdirected sentimentality 
that leads parents sacrifice the healthy part the 
family for that which irreparably damaged. How 
many homes are built around imbecilic child 
demented grandparent, allowing the personalities the 
normal individuals the home become twisted and 
warped the environmental restraint which they 
are subjected? true that are living age 
individualization, but all too frequently the family and 
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society are sacrificed for doubtful benefits some indi- 
vidual member. 

Parents need much help grasping the relative 
values family situations and this help can best 
brought about helping them understand that 
their reactions toward the children result from state 
mind which needs careful study and treatment. 
this particular group parents who create problem 
environments which the children are but symptoms 
and the psychiatric approach the child that does not 
include the parents, obviously inadequate. 

There are, however, other problems that develop 
the process growing that cannot attributed 
the parents. There group children, not large 
sure, but well worthy recognition, who would 
problems any environment and under any condi- 
tions. This group composed about one-half the 
mentally defective children and practically all the con- 
stitutionally unstable. 

The defective group need not discussed this 
time—we are all familiar with the handicaps imposed 
the limited intellectual equipment. the consti- 
tutionally unstable group belong those children who 
react all stimuli, both coming from within the indi- 
vidual and from the environment, exaggerated 
manner. Almost from birth, they are recognized 
being unable meet the ordinary every-day problems 
life the average capable doing. Their early 
problems are those eating, sleeping and elimination. 
Many these children develop mannerisms, tics and 
convulsions. Slight indiscretions diet produce 
marked gastro-intestinal upsets. They react mild 
infections with extremely high temperatures. These 
children cry easily, are often chronically whiny, are 
given temper tantrums and the negativistic reac- 
tions are constant, rather than being passing phase. 
sure, the environment which these children are 
reared can exaggerate minimize their difficulties, 
but fundamentally they are problems. 

The second group problems seen children for 
which should not hold parents responsible are those 
which are characteristic the phase through which the 
child passing. They are not specific problems for 
particular child, but problems that are common 
practically all children. These problems are just inci- 
dents the life the child his efforts grow up. 
For example, the negativistic phase which occurs 
commonly between the ages and the self-con- 
scious period which follows couple years later, that 
perplexing period between the ages and when 
their desire for parental approbation low ebb, not 
because they have lost the inherent desire for approba- 
tion, but that has shifted from the home the group 
outside and the child usually quite willing undergo 


reprimands and even punishments order win the 
applause those about his own age. The efforts the 
specialist here must directed toward giving the 
parents better understanding the motives and pur- 
poses such conduct, and, this way, relieve 
considerable extent their anxiety and permit them 
approach the problem from intellectual point 
view unhindered their own fear, worry and anxiety. 

closing, one would urge that specialists look over 
the field very carefully before attempting treatment 
and decide just where should begin. this way 
many valuable hours might well saved as, all too 
frequently, our energies are misdirected and one hour 
spent with the parent will accomplish more than many 
spent with the patient. 


CLEVELAND INSTITUTIONS RECORD 
BEHAVIOR CHILDREN 


Ten institutions were represented recent meeting 
the Children’s Bureau Cleveland, Ohio, for con- 
sideration results the recent experiment Cleve- 
land institutions keeping records the behavior 
children. This one the many projects promoted 
the Cleveland Children’s Bureau for the improve- 
ment institutional care for children. The blank used 
for the behavior record was prepared Mr. 
Wickman, the Cleveland Child Guidance Clinic. 

The housemother was the person relied upon for 
filling the three-page record each child’s behavior. 
Although one the main objectives was start 
permanent record the child’s behavior, was also 
apparent that, recording her opinions the behavior 
the child, the housemother would supply valuable 
data her own mental attitude and temperamental 
qualification for her work. 

Care was taken avoid use these records for 
setting down merits demerits. Instead, the workers 
were encouraged seek for causes each child’s 
problems and deal with these causes objectively and 
intellectual level rather than subjective way 
and emotional level. The plan provided some 
the data needed for measuring the results treatment 
and care during the child’s institutional residence. 
One purpose was get more complete understanding 
the child’s daily life that may more success- 
fully adjusted when first comes the institution, 
when needs change cottage residence work 
assignment and when ready for placement the 
community. 

The record form used the experiment asks sixteen 
questions. answering each question the cottage 
mother was expected check one the several pos- 
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sible answers listed. These impressions the cottage 
mother were recorded once week during the 
first month and once month thereafter. Some the 
questions were: 

“Did Try Mix With Other Children?” 

Did Get Along With the Other 

Take Things That Did Not Belong Him?” 

Show Any Undesirable Sex Behavior?” 

“Did Fly Into Rages Tantrums?” 

“Did Refuse Eat What was 

Several the superintendents keeping the behavior 
records have told results observed their institu- 
tions. 

Sister Carmelita Parmadale reported that although 
her staff had kept the records only for three months, 
she found the Sisters inclined more kindly interpre- 
tation the behavior the children. The issues 
raised the questions led them analyze the partic- 
ular actions various children. Workers who at. 
first objected the report, now are more observing and 
are interested finding out whether individual chil- 
dren are improving. 

Miss Buchanan Fresh Air Camp found the ex- 
periment opportunity check children received 
for health reasons whose physical conditions resulted 
from certain habits behavior well from habits 
living. Workers have extended their records the 
conditions children beyond what was included 
their former classifications. the trend child’s 
behavior seemed unfavorable, usually led the worker 
some analysis her own attitude toward the child. 
This she counted the greatest advantage derived 
from keeping the records. She observed that other 
questions behavior should included. 

planning this work the Children’s Bureau found 
that the Merrill Palmer School Detroit stands 
practically alone its efforts record behavior. Dr. 
Schumacher the Child Guidance Clinic pointed out 
several the advantages derived from use the 
behavior record form. The material collected will 
often call the attention the worker the beginning 
problem. Attention thus directed the early 
stages problem’s development will help the loca- 
tion causes. Only when causes are known can reme- 


dies applied. Psychiatrists generally are handicapped 
for want records the conduct the children who 
are brought them for treatment. Behavior records 
such this will provide invaluable assistance. 

Mr. Lawrence Cole, Executive Secretary the 
Children’s Bureau, called attention the fact that 
more and more institutions are becoming training 
centers. more adequate understanding atten- 
dants and matrons the problems underlying their re- 
lations with each child will improve the quality the 
child training for which they are held responsible. 
The experiment shows that there need for more 
training the workers charge children and that 
their training should provide better understanding 
child psychology. 


SEES END RELIEF WORK 


Wide-spread attention has been focused the 
changes social conditions that are coming about 
certain communities through restriction immigration. 
the first graduation exercises the Jewish Training 
School for Social Workers, Dr. Lee Frankel, Vice- 
President the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
quoted having said: next twenty-five years 
will see new phase Jewish philanthropy. the 
present immigration policy maintained—and can 
see reason why will not be—we shall have revise 
our entire conception our needs. predict that within 
the next ten twenty years will see need for 
relief for destitution, with industrial conditions they 
are present, and with every able-bodied person able 
earn living good wages.” 

Dr. Frankel sketched the opportunity the social 
worker when time and energy are released from the bur- 
den relief problems, the day when “your work will 
pass the bounds human dependence and distress. For 
example, are overcome the tremendous apathy, 
the indifference toward religion, are redeem our 
young men and women, who knows but that the social 
worker, with his training and equipment, will called 
upon lay worker the work being done the 
synagogues and theological seminaries?” 

Dr. Frankel also emphasizes the increasing possibility 
that there will for dealing with problems per- 
sonality adjustment without the complication eco- 
nomic stress. 


DR. TRUITT DISCUSSES CRIME 


does not spring from single root and 
psychiatrists can very little about until convey 
others their responsibility for studying the problem 
from their angles and joining united attack 
challenge which children’s workers can- 
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not well indifferent. The amateur criminologists, 
whom Dr. Truitt pays his respects, not only “run 
the gamut causes from prohibition rolled stock- 
ings,” but point now and again our clientele, the 
dependent and neglected children the land, the 
source supply criminals. How far their notion 
about the children are serving (or should serving) 
correct may debated, but view the present 
agitations for remedies all sorts, children’s workers 
should abreast the best knowledge the day.

This 
reflects the policy the organization which render 
careful service the time the first contact 
possible and not take for granted that separation 
the family members from each other usual thing. 

The cases 1,610 children were investigated, dealt 
with, and the children not received into physical care 
even temporarily, being possible for workers restore 
family relations normal, utilize relatives, and other- 
wise provide for the children. large number were re- 
ceived into temporary care during the year, 1,256. 
indication the genuinely temporary nature 
this care, pertinent note that there were 403 
such children the care the Society the beginning 
the year and 459 the end the year, although 
1,759 all were given this form service. During the 
year, 144 children were placed homes looking towards 
adoption. 

Altogether this record constitutes illustration 
variety service over large area that not only 
outstanding but may taken show that breadth 
program makes for success. 


STOMACH TROUBLES CHILDREN 
DUE PSYCHIC FACTOR 


The psychic factor generally responsible for lack 
appetite, thinks Dr. John Scott, writing the 
Atlantic Medical Journal. some cases, defective 
control the mother’s part the reason for the child’s 
refusing eat. Such children are hard treat their 
home environment, but respond readily group treat- 
ment, when the psychology the crowd and the com- 
mon ideal can exercised. 

Excitement and fatigue are other causes lack 
appetite. Children who are normally good eaters may 
lose their appetite anticipation trip picnic, 
fear missing some important event fear some 
unpleasant thing that about occur. Homesickness 
may also cause loss appetite. 

course, the appearance the food served plays 
large part stimulating retarding the child’s desire, 
children have innate fastidiousness, which not al- 
ways considered. Prolonged use the nursing bottle 


may another factor, thinks Dr. Scott. Sucking any- 


thing gives the child certain gratification other than 
that which comes from well-filled stomach, while the 
appetite for solid food becomes blunted and the child 
refuses eat. For this reason the bottle should not 
continued after the first year. 

all these cases psychic disturbance digestion, 
the environment plays large part. The influence 
parents, even though well meaning, not always for 
their children’s good. the mother overtired 
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worried, she impatient irritable tempera- 
ment, she cannot help being hasty with her child and 
will reflect her mental unrest. 
phere essential for the child’s proper development. 

Suggestion may employed very effectively, espe- 
cially overcoming negativism children, advises Dr. 
Scott. Suggestion may make thing agreeable un- 
pleasant. Often better suggest thing than 
give direct command. 


BABY NEEDS WINTER SUNBATH 

Baby needs his sunbath much winter sum- 
mer, but because the winter sun distant and 
elusive, will require more planning the mother’s 
part see that baby gets his daily dose sunshine. 
has been found that the temperature winter may 
degrees higher the direct sunlight place 
protected from the wind than the shade, according 
the Children’s Bureau the Department Labor. 

Babies born the winter should sleep often 
possible outdoors the sun. The morning nap the 
best time for this winter sunbath, and the sun should 
allowed shine the cheeks and face. Partial 
sunbaths may given babies indoors lying inside 
open window. The window may open the top 
the bottom, but important that the baby lie 
the patch sunlight which has come through the 
open space. During the indoor sunbath best 
close the doors the room avoid drafts. 

The same technic may used for the indoor sunbath 
for the outdoor, remembering that tanning the 
skin and not sunburn the end for which strive. 
The duration exposure must very gradually in- 
creased. Babies with fair skin must have shorter 
exposure, but may given more frequent baths 
order hasten pigmentation, tanning. Negro 
babies may have twice long exposure white babies. 
Older children can usually have longer initial exposures 
than young infants. 

Overenthusiasm the use sunlight must 
avoided. Benefit received even during the slow 
preparatory period when the skin beginning pig- 
ment. Harm may done too much haste. The 
progress should slow and De- 
cember, 1926.

child-caring societies aid and supervise 1,247 their 
own families. Family welfare societies, Directors 
the Poor, the Salvation Army, and other agencies aid 
unknown number addition. But 2,464 mothers

list for Mothers’ Aid.

STUDY REVEALS RESULTS 
SUPERVISION

Supervisor Social Service, Division Aid and Relief the 
Massachusetts Department Public Welfare 

The Massachusetts Department Public Welfare 
maintains State Infirmary, with maternity ward 
which sent large percentage the so-called “re- 
peaters” among the illegitimately pregnant women 
the State. After confinement the patients are dis- 
charged the Social Service Division the Infirmary. 

For the purpose checking the social treatment 
and proving the value long-time supervision the 
unmarried mother and her baby, brief survey was 
made 100 unmarried mothers and their babies. The 
selection was based three facts: first, that the 
mother had nursed and cared for her child during in- 
fancy; second, that the mother and baby had been 
under care for two years more (because the lasting 
results social case work can ascertained only after 
period years); and third, that the status these 
mothers and babies was known the time the survey. 

Supervision varied from very active care during the 
first years, when readjustment difficult, 
occasional visit consultation later years, when 
important decisions had made employment, 
care child, marriage illness.

These women varied mentality from normal 
feebleminded. There were few normal, many border- 
line and psychopathic, and some feebleminded who 
were not committed because overcrowded condi- 
tions the feebleminded institutions. They had 
worked usually domestic service with their babies, 
and had not been separated unless the welfare the 
child demanded. 

Fifty-eight mothers had entirely supported their 
children; partially supported their children, but 
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only fathers contributed toward the support the 
children. Thirty-four mothers had married, the 
fathers their children; were self-respecting; 
were living questionable lives; had died. 
eight were self-supporting; had been received back 
into their own families; were still ostracized, and 
had families this country. The fact that 
these 100 mothers had had illegitimate children 
before coming into care, and only had had children 
while under care, test the value long-time 
supervision. 

The 101 children show interesting facts. Ninety- 
eight these children were living and good health, 
largely due, believe, care given the mother 
during infancy. Sixty-three were with their mothers; 
were boarding foster homes; had been adopted, 
and had died diphtheria. These children were well 
cared for and good homes. Long-time supervision 
had prevented careless placement, poor adoptions, and 
perhaps the loss the death some children. 

The rehabilitation person society, and the 
stabilizing character, cannot done few months 
year, and would truly help the unmarried 
mother and her child, and make our efforts really count 
for their welfare, must carry indefinitely.
